Many Ailments Spring From the Mind 


We human beings are peculiar in 


that we can actually delude ourselves 
into the belief that we are sick. 


In other words, our minds play so 


significant a part in' our activities 
that, by wrong use of our imagina- 


, lions, we can actually do ourselves 


immense harm. 


More than '50 years ago, a leading 


British physician said there was not a 
single actual disease of the body with 
symptoms which could not be re- 
produced by the mind. Medical rec- 
ords lend force to his contention. 


These disturbances sometimes re- 


sule from emotional reactions. Or 
they may be a "hangover" from a pre- 
vious disease. Sometimes . they are 
caused by worry and anxiety. And. 
in still other cases, they may result 
from a combination of all these fac- 
tors. 


When the symptoms appear, they at- 


tract so much attention that they con- 
tinue to exist merely because the 
"patient" likes the attention. 


There are some very interesting ex- 


amples. A 45-year-old 
woman had 


been troubled with the feeling that 
there was a lump in her throat. In- 
vestigation revealed this impression 
had developed nt a time when there 
was some doubt whether she had a 
tumor ^of the breast. 


When she was convinced that no 


actual change in the throat had oc- 
curred, the woman's mental symp- 
toms disappeared. 


An unusual number of these "men- 


tal illnesses" have to do with 
the 


stomach and the gastro-intestinal tract, 
perhaps because eating occupies such 
an important part ifi all'.pur lives. 


Many are the cases for'instance, in 


which these self-deluded people find 
it imposssible to keep food in the 
stomach. Vomiting follows promptly 
after every meal, sometimes reducing 
people to such a low state of nutri- 
tion that they fall a ready prey to any 
passing infectious disease, even though 
the cause of the vomiting is wholly 
mental. 


In fact, many of these "sufferers" 


develop physical 
conditions which 


may be overlooked for a long period 
of time simply because of the em- 
phasis placed on a disturbance wholly 
in the mind. 


Most interesting of late are the so- 


called neuroses of the heart. In times 
of depression and financial strain, peo- 
ple suffer greatly from worry and 
anxiety, and are inclined to have pal- 
pitations of the heart. Many even de-

There is a saying that nobody would 


be honest if he didn't have to be. This 
is wrong. Once certain restraints be- 
come habit, they stick 
An honest 


man may break over sometime and do 
something unscrupulous or unethical, 
but be sure his conscience will bother 
him so much thereafter that one les- 
son is usually enough. Moreover, he 
will try to make amends. 


I have heard parents declare rather 


desperately that there was no use try- 
ing to drill honesty into children these 
clays when the whole world seems to 


I be crooked and it takes a crook to 
beat a crook. They aren't greatly to 
blame for feeling so, at that—there 
has been so much bitterness of soul 
among struggling millions who have 
found simple honesty unprofitable. 


Cherish Sense of Honesty 


Yet they don't quite mean this. Ask 


such men and women if they would 
trade their innate sense of honesty 
and truthfulness for a moral blind 
spot. Brought face to face with values, 
almost to a person they would an- 
swer, "No." Actually, most people 
are proud of their virtues—or let us 
call them inhibitions—prouder than 
they realize. And most people are 
honest at heart. 


In teaching a child honesty and 


truthfulness, there are no half meas- 
ures. Evasion is not truth, neither is 
concealment. 


Right here enters the question of 


punishment. When a child knows he 
will be whipped if he owns up to 
misbehavior, 
he 
will probably lie 


about it. Not only that, but he is al- 
together likely to learn the gentle art 
of connivance. Children are not nat- 
urally sly. They learn it. 


Now comes the question of recom- 


pense, too. It is a mighty hard thing 
to teach young children that wrong 
costs a price and that the perpetrator 
of a wrong must expect to pay for it. 


Children Judge Own Actions 


'So what have we? Only the choice 


between encouraging the child to tell 
by not punishing, or discouraging him 
by getting out the rod? 


It is not quite so hard as it seems, 


for after all, children have a sense of 
justice; and almost every time, they 
know when they deserve to be put tp 
bed, 
or denied something, or spank- 


ed. Furthermore, when relationships 
between parent and child are all they 
should be and the child knows that 
the parent looks into reasons and mo- 
tives and weighs himself fairly for 
what he is, he will usually come right 
cut with his confession. 


Children can have no adverse ex- 


amples at home if they are to be up- 
right themselves. Another factor is 
not to permit the slightest purloining 
of property, however small, or over- 
locking the smallest fib. Examine in- 
to reasons, that is *;nsible, of course, 
but never deliberately blink at the 
false act or untruthful word.
